Marshall Asks Voice 
For Canada in Parley 


LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP) 
American demands that

Mihai of Romania, an informant 
close to the Danish royal family 
said today. 


The engagement of 24-year-old 


Princess Anne of Bourbon-Parma 
and Denmark to King Mihai. 26, will 
be announced, the informant said, 
after King Christian of Denmark 
gives his consent, 
possibly this 


month. There was no official or 
royal confirmation. 


Mihai and Anne are now in 


Lausanne, Switzerland, where 
they flew Sunday in a plane 


the wedding of Princess Eliza- 
beth and Prince Philip in Lon- 
don. 
-Mihai said upon his arrival in 


Switzerland that he planned to stay 
for se%reral days beiore returning 
to his home-land—now under con- 
trol of a Communist - led govern- 
ment. Court circles close to Anne's 
family said she would return to 
Copenhagen within a week. 


In Lausanne, King Mihai's secre- 


tary, when advised of the Copen- 
hagen report, said "We have to 
v.-ait for an announcement from the 
government." The king and prin- 
cess are staying at the Hotel Beau 
Bivage in Ouchy, fashionable Lau- 
sanne suburb. 
Queen Helen, the 


king's mother, and his aunt, the 
Duchess of Aosta, are with them. 


When the princess returns to 


Copenhagen her father and mother, 
Prince Benatus (Bene) of Bour- 
bon-Parma and Prince Margrethe of 
Burbon - Parma and Denmark are 
expected to ask King Frederick IX 
to grant permission lor the engage- 
ment. This is in accord with royal 
tradition. 


Alter permission is granted — and 


the -informant said it was assumed 
it would be—the announcement will 
be published in Bucharest and Co- 
penhagen. 


Mihai's name 
previously 
had 


been linked in romantic speculation 
with Princess Margaret Bose of 
Britain, younger sister of Princess 
Elizabeth, and also with Princess

which claims the non - existent 
throne of Brazil. 


But Danish court circles said 


the prospective alliance of Mihai 
and Princess Anne was no sur- 
prise to anyone who had taken 
part in the royal wedding- cere- 
monies in London.
